ing to pay into the public treasury the 
highest percentage o f its gro ss earn 
ings, and to av o id secret o r hurried 
betray al o f the peo ple’s rights the 
law requires that the terms o f the 
franchise be published

mo nths in the o fficial jo urnal befo re 
it finally 
beco mes effectiv e. 
Mr. 
Merriwether co ntrasts this with an 
acco unt o f a city co uncil meeting in 
Kansas City in which an o rdinance 
giv ing away fo r a sco re o f y ears 
franchises wo rth mo re than a mil­ 
lio n do llars was passed in fo rty -fiv e 
minutes.

Captain of 
a Norwegian Bark Tells 
How His Boat Sprung a Leak. 
As the credibility of the story 
relative to the piercing of the hull 
of the Norw egian bark Lorenzo by a 
swordfish while en route to P e n sa ­ 
cola has been attacked by many in­ 
credulous persons, the captain of 
the vessel has furnished the follow­ 
ing statem en t, says the Jacksonville 
(Fla.) Citizen: 
“ Toward evening on the Gth of 
October, 1S9 4, in latitude 23 degrees 
n orth and longitude 30 degrees west, 
it was found tha t the vessel m ust 
suddenly have received a consider­ 
able leak, as the w ater had com­ 
menced to show itself through the 
flooring and ballast, and this, al­ 
though tho w eather was fine, with 
only a slight swell from the n o rth­ 
west. 
This surprised us consider­ 
ably, as the vessel had been perfect­ 
ly tig ht up to the above date, al­ 
though we had ex perienced heavy 
w eather from Septem ber 1G to Oc­ 
tober 1. 
“ The crew was immediately called 
to th« '* pumps, and on Sunday m o rn ­ 
ing, O ctober 7, it was found tha t 
the w ater had again increased so as 
to show itself above the floor, but 
by pum pin g every six hours during 
the rest of the voyage we succeeded 
in keeping the w ater from increas­ 
ing on us. 
“ I then w ent down in the hold and 
ex amined and listened a t tho air 
ports, but could not hear the rush­ 
ing of the w ater thro ugh the tim bers 
when the vessel rolled. 
On the 9 th 
of October I deemed it necessary to 
cut the ceiling planks in different 
pa rts of the vessel, 
commencing 
about two feet above the floor for­ 
ward, to discover, if possible, where 
the leak was situated, and this work 
was continued 011 both sides of the 
vessel, until finally w ater was dis­ 
covered coming in from about four 
feet below the w ater line. 
“ A fter tearin g the planks off, we 
found an object, in appearance very 
like a very thick stearine candle; 
pe n e tra tin g the vessel’s side from 
the outside, having gone through 
the metal s he a th‘mg, six inches of 
planking, grazing the tim ber and 
going three inches into the inside 
ceiling, splittin g the out-fide p 
and allowing tin* w ater to ik 
very freely, although the object 
as solid and fast in the wood. ;
